If, as wede- 
lieze, the trade Of this Colony can be brought 
direct to her owit -Seaports, and a commercial 
emporium built np ‘withia her own borders, it is 
obviously bad policy, nay, the height of madness, 
for us to be building up a great dépot in another 
Colony, at an enormous cost and inconvenience 
to this.’ For it must be r¢membered that the 
money which-has forced up Victoria is just the 
tax or toll which our commerce and immigration 
pay forthe privilege of making a detour in order 
to pass throngh that town. 

We have in the article of furniture a very fair 
illustration of the way the tariff is made to work 
up Victoria interests. There is a duty of ten 
percent. upon furniture, stoves, wearing apparel,

&e.. But by going to Victoria, making his pur-- 


chases ‘and bringing the stuff up with him, any 
man cah bring tall he wants duty free! Thus 
the trade here is virtually destroyed instead of 
receiving protection at the hands of Govern- 
ment. /'The dealer in these ‘articles ig obliged to 
pay duty upon all his stock, while those very 
men upon whom he counts as customers slip past

We have given this merely as an 
example, as there are various other points equal- | | 
ly glaring, such, for instance, as the matter of 
ship-building, dead carcasses and live animals, 
&e. &c., all arranged with an evident {utention 
to drive trade to Victoria. If the tariff for this 
Colony were judiciously arranged so as to make | g 
the most of circumstances, need no “free 
port” in order to wrench our commerce from the 
grasp of Victoria. All this Colony wants is a 
fair field and no favour—the power-to frame our 
own laws to snit our circumstances ; anil then if 
this does not speedily become the cormmereial 
emporium, for this Colony at least, we

A ROAD WANTED. 

Mr. Eprror.—I have often wondered that you 
—you who are generally so watchful for the pub 
lic interest—have never advocated_the construc- 
tion of a highway from this the seaport town of 
the. Colony to connect with one of the gtcat roads 
leading into the interior from the head of navi- 
gation on the Lower Fraser.’ The Fraser, na- 
ture’s great highway, macadamised by God himself 
for the commerce of this Colony, isall very well in 
its way ; but our tradeis waxing far too important 
todepend entirely npon water communication, more 
especially as it is sabject to freeze upeven fora short 
time every year. We must have unzalerrupled 
-communication with the interior. It will not 
| do to be at the mercy of such contingencies as 
ithe freezing of the river. Even if the navigation 
above this were open all the year still we would 
| be the bettér of a road as well, not only for live 
stock, but as a sort of regulator upon steamboat 
charges. If I am rightly informed a road taken 
in nearly a direct line from this to Pemberton 
would reach that point in about 60 miles, thereby 
bringing this city nearer to Lillovet by upwards 
of 100 miles | [I am also informed that there is 
a favorable site for such road, and an easy pass 
throngh the. range of mountains which 
intervenes. If this be so it is of the ut- 
most importance that such road should Le made, 
as the distance would not only be greatly reduc- 
ed and the wretched navigation between the 
mouth of Harrison River and Douglas avoided, 
but a valuable tract of agricultural and mineral 
| country would be thus opened up. I hope, Mr. 
Editor, you will urge upon onr new Govern- 
ment,the importance of constructing a trunk 
road from here to connect with at least one of 
the great interior roads above. Such a work 
would be of very great colonial importance, and 
becomes an absulate necessity in view of the 
annual interruption to navigation.

The Bombardment of Kagosima, Japan. 
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(From the ‘‘ Illustrated London News.’’) 





"The fleet, consisting of seven. vessels, anchor- 
ed in, Kagosima Bay on the 11th of August. On 
the following day a Japanese officer, with\ forty 
retainers, came off to the Euraylus with a) long 
letter; but before it was delivered a boat, \bear- 
ingja large white flag was observed. coming off 
at great speed, and the officer having charga of 
the white flag objected to the pernsal of the \let- 
ter] stating that it required alteration. The next 
day another and longer letter was delivered ; 
and it touched upon the murder of Richardson, 


and went on to say that it was no doubt very- 


wrong,to murder men, and mnrderers ought to 
be brought to justice ; that they had heard we 
had a@ treaty with the Tycoon, and the blame 
wag doe to him for not informing us that the 
Japs oe law allowed no bne to cross the path 
of & daimio during a procession without being 
cut: dpwn, and more to the same effect. They 
were Bilent akout the indemnity, and consequent- 
ly Admiral Kuper informed theni that he would 
seize and keep Satzuma’s three steamers until 
he paid the gmoney. The vessels were seized 
sccpriingly. Now the three steamers cost the 
Prince more than treble indemnity money. _ 

# On the 15th of Angnst, at twelve o'clock, 
t appeneee forts opened fire on our squadrvn. 
The Porseus, Captain Kingston,was nearly three 
hogrs engaged with Fort No. 8, and for a con- 
siderable time alone, before the rest of the squadron 
cameup. The Japanese kept up a heavy fire 
with mortars, ten-inch shells,.and gans, making 
vety good practice.
